LOUISVILLE, Ky., October 13. — Interest irg rac- 
ing was again on tap at Church'll Downs this after- 
noon and was witnessed by another large garnering, 
the clubhouse contingent being extensive. Delight- 
ful weather was again the rule and the fast track 
was responsible for excellent time made in those 
dashes where the better class horses started. 

The determined stand against rough riding by 
the stewards had a salutary effect and there was 
a wholesome absence of anything that even savored 
of rough work on the part, of any of the riders. 
It contributed vastly towards improvement in the 
racing. 

The mile purse featured and in it Distinction 
made amends for her defeat of yesterday by win- 
ning easily over Cho Cho, with Adonis in tt: id 
place. The time, 1:37%, was quite fast for this 
track. The running was exactly to Distinction’s 
liking, for she was permitted to race in the lead 
without being unduly pressed hard during the early 
running anil she had an abundance of speed in re- 
serve for the final sprint when called on to With- 
stand the challenge made by Cho Cho. The latter’s 
connections wore confident that she could take the 
measure of Distinction, even though weight condi- 
tions were against her. she attempting to conc.de 
weight to the McDowell filly and also a y* ar in 
age. Clio Cho attended Distinction closely, a b.o 
under restraint, but in the last quarter was unable 
to make any headway in an endeavor to overcome 
Distinction’s lead. The public favored Distinction 
and her victory was loudly acclaimed. 



Crack Son of Sweep to Be Removed from 
Racing for Stud Service. 



It has been given out that the gallant and high- 
class The Porter ii done with racing and is to 
enter stud service next year. Everyone conversant 
with racing knows The Porter is in the front rank 
of our best handicap horses. Each year since The 
Porter appeared in racing there have been other 
horses in action which were slightly his superiors, 
but when right he always was able to keep them 
terribly bn y in proving it. Had they been at even 
weights in the Annapolis Handicap last Saturday it 
is more than probable Exterminator would have 
beaten him. but when the Tatter noble stayer was 
asked to give him fifteen pounds he was set an 
impossible task, as The Porter easily demonstrated. 

The Porter was a good race horse from hie two- 
year-old day*, so much so when a four-year-old 
that he was not far from being the equal* of auy 
in racing. With 123 pounds on his back to 128 on 
the then mighty Cudgel, he gave the latter n sound 
trouncing at a mile in 1:37% at Laurel, and among 
otheis he took the measure of that year were such 
grand warriors of the track ns Exterminator, Billy 
Kelly. Sun Briar. On Watch. Sir Barton, Lucullite, 
Tippiiy Witchet and Royee Rools, to say nothing of 
others of lesser note. 

Outside of possessing him and the fleet Colin 
filly Dream of Allah. Mr. McLean has no other 
racers of quality worthy of an important stable, 
and his determination to retire The Porter is easily 
understandable. He wishes to breed his own racers 
and has some richly bred brood mares. With these 
Lough Foyle has proved a failure. Besides being a 
great race borse The Forter is a member of Tie 
virile and highly successful house of Ben Brusii. 
and his value in the stud seems assured. Whether 
he will sire any as good as himself is a problem, 
but in a few’ years hence he will almost certainly 
l»e giving Mr. McLean youngsters in which he can 
justly take pride.

The Greentree Stable’s Peter Piper again proved 
an outstanding failure and again he cost the public 
heavily when Re quit badly in the three-quarters 
sprint that served as a secondary feature. He dis- 
played his usual high order of speed soon after the 
start and promised extensively, even after rounding 
into the stretch, but just before he reached the last 
eighth he seemed to become all entangled, his stride 
shortening perceptibly, and it was only the hard 
work of his rider that caused him to just stay long 
enough to outstay the tiring Bullet Proof. West- 
wood and Rapid Traveler took up the running when 
Peter Piper retired and the Florisant Stable’s rep- 
resentative proved the better of the two and won 
easily. 

The diminutive Glyn continued in her winning 
way ami made it live wins out of six starts this 
fail iu Kentucky, her last three races being sue*, 
cesslve victories. Her race this afternoon was a 
sparkler and she was called on to race in her best 
style, for she was far hack iu the earlier running 
and it required a severe strain on her to overhaul 
the leaders in the last eighth. She had to be rid- 
den hard to outstay the fast -coming Georgette. 
Rekab headed the others in third place. Lord Allen 
was the favorite here, but his chance was settled 
by Wolf’s Cry, which forced him along at a terrific 
mice for the first half mile and it proved his un- 
doing, also that of Wolf’s Cry, which tired under 
pressure near the end. 

FAVORITES IN ECLIPSE. 

Favorite* were again in eclipse, but some of 
the long-priced winners had considerable support; 
this was particularly true in the case of Plus 
TTtra, the winner of the initial dash, and Eleanor 
N., in the final, both paying their backers hand- 
somely. Plus Ultra’s victory was by a good mar- 
gin over fourteen others that included Gloria France, 
an outstanding favorite. Eleanor S, also accom- 
plished her tusk in easy style and won without 
trouble from Gipsy laid, which had been backed 
almost to the exclusion of the others. 

Black Betty and Evening Stories were regarded 
as having the second race between them, but Mose 
Goldblatt’s Reliability upset calculations by win- 
ning in a canter after leading for the entire race. 

Wapiti, the favorite in the third race, had an 
easy time of it and it needed only a fast sprint cn 
his part through the last quarter to make him 
the winner by five lengths from Petrarch and 
Sagnmook. 

The Whitney youngsters Bunting and Cherry 
Tree, that will earn* that owner’s colors iu the rich 
Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes Saturday, arrived 
late tonight. Jockeys Coltiletti aud Penman will 
reach here tomorrow night and will ride them 
Ararat was also in the consignment and will be 
raced here by Mose Goldblutt.

Close and Spirited Finishes Mark Thursday’s 
Sport— Feature to Lunetta. 



LAUREL, Md., October 13. — What was carded as 
the feature attraction at Laurel Park this afternoon 
was described as the Collington and was for three - 
year-olds and over, for fillies and mares, under 
handicap conditions. Sam Louis sent the winner to 
the post in Lunetta. which was ridden by Heupel. 
Muttikins was second and Rubidium third The 
winner was sent to the front at the rise of the 
barrier and. saving ground throughout, held her 
opponents safe at all stages. Callahan, astride 
Muttikins. lost much ground throughout the race 
and circled his opponents the entire way. Ribidium, 
which was on the inside, could not get clear passage 
and failed to be a factor in the final dash. 

Weather conditions were all that could be desired 
and a vast improvement over those of yesterday, 
although topcoats were witnessed here a*nd there. 
The crowd, which was surprisingly large for an off- 
day, made the speculation brisk. 

The Triple Springs Farm colors were carried in 
front all the way in the first race, a dash of five 
and a half furlongs contested by thirteen two-year- 
olds, by Opperman. a son of Pataud — Dancing 
Wave. Opperman was the pronounced choice and 
never gave his backers a moment of worry. After 
racing Sailing Along into defeat he drew clear and 
held a safe advantage to the end. Sailing Along’s 
efforts in trying to keep pace with the winner told 
near the end and he was no match for Selota, the 
latter getting up for second pine* in the last stride. 

A steeplechase handicap under claiming condi- 
tions brought seven good jumpers together in the 
second race. The veteran Robert Oliver was tl.e 
favored one, but he met a tartar in Surf, the latter 
holding sway throughout. He fenced faultlessly a id 
at no lime was he in danger of defeat. Robert 
Oliver, aside from swerving out in the first mile, 
ran Ills usual good Tace and finished fast. No ac- 
cidents or mishaps occurred and all seven starters 
finished the course, something unusual in a jumping 
race. 

An exciting finish marked the decision of the 
third race. In fact, the contest was a thriller 
from start to finish. First Paul Connelly held the 
lead, then he gave way to Medusa, which in turn 
relinquished it to Dairyman, and finally Paul Con- 
nelly was again in front to earn the verdict by a 
neck. So many change of places occurred during 
the running of the race that the spectators were 
bewildered and it was not until the official placing 
was announced that they were certain of the result. 
Who Cares, which finished second, ran a remark- 
able race, coming from the rear with a great burst 
of speed and only lost by incites. 

GREAT DUEL IN FOURTH RACE. 

The best contest of the afternoon w’as the fourth. 
Here seven good two-year-olds met aud J. K. L. 
Ross’ Elemental scored a well-earned victory, de- 
feating Ultimata in the final strides of a great 
stretch duel. The pair ran like a team from start 
to finish. Ultimata was the pacemaker, but al- 
ways was on the outside of Elemental. Rice’s 
powerful finish on the latter was the deciding 
factor in the Ross colt’s victory, the son of Ultimus 
standing a bard drive unflinchingly as they raced 
through the last eighth to win by a head. Bountiful 
was third after closely following the flying leaders 
throughout. 

Cubanita came from a long way back to account 
for the sixth race, which was for three-year o.ds 
and over, at a mile and an eighth, to win from 
Hello Pardner, with Goldine third. Hello Pardner 
flattered his supporters extensively when he opei ed 
up a commanding lead. Clements went to the whip 
when the field was straightened out on the ba<k- 
stretcli and Cubanita responded courageously and 
closing with a rush got up in the final strides to 
win by a short margin. 

Fair Way repeated his good victory of the othei 
day and won in a drive in the last race of the day. 
The winner was installed favorite and proved much 
the best. 

Word was received by Henry McDaniel that the 
Canadian division of the J. K. L. Ross stable had 
been shipped from Windsor this morning and would 
arrive here tomorrow. The yearlings of the es- 
tablishment which were foaled in Canada arrived 
from Montreal during the past week and were 
given their preliminary racing lessons at the 
farm at Laurel. 

Jame< Fitzsimmons, Jr., has been appointed as 
agent for the Quincy Stable, his duties to begin 
next week. 

A. L. Austin was forced to withdraw Coca Cola 
from the third race this afternoon, due to a slight 
attack of fever. 

Jockey J. Rodriguez has been forced to discon- 
tinue riding at this meeting, due to an attack 
of the grippe. 

R. Slivers will take charge of Rodriguez’ engage- 
ment books upon resumption of racing at Pimlico. 

G. W. Forman announced his intention today 
of replenishing his stable for a winter campaign 
at New Orleans. 

Jockey Frank Keogh will leave tonight for Louis, 
ville to join the 6table of Montfort Jones, aud 
will ride in Kentucky for the remainder of the 
season. 

Trainer John Kermath shipped North Wales by 
van to White Marsh Hunt Club, near Philadelphia, 
this morning for u one-day meeting at that point 
on Saturday. 

Following Dexterous’ race yesterday Billy Oliver 
canceled the shipment to Louisville to compete 
in the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes.

TAYLOR LEADER OF ENGLISH TRAINERS 



Alec Taylor still heads the list of the successful 
English trainers of the year, the following being 
those that have won $50,000 or more each: 
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NEW YORK, N. Y.. October 13.— J. 8. Cosden’s 
Lady Baltimore defeated n good band of two- 
year-old fillies in the Hiawatha Handicau at 
Jamaica today. She won $3,375 for her owner. 
Second money went to Bee’s Wax and third to 
Mary Patricia. 

The running of the stake was marred by one 
of the worst starts of the metropolitan fall season. 
Three of the nine starters, including the favorite. 
Emotion, were practically left at the post and 
never got into contention. Those which got away 
well had a great advantage. Penitent had the 
jump on the rest of the field, but she gave way 
to Lady Baltimore when the latter challenged. 
Kummer slipped through the Cosden filly next to 
the inner rail, took the lead, but. was forced to a 
hard drive through the stretch to withstand Bee’s 
Wax’s fast and game closing challenge. 

Bee’s Wax showed a tendency to bear ont all the 
way and Ponce was forced to pull her up before 
he could get her to go around the leaders. If 
she had found clear passage she would have won 
in all probability, as she closed rapidly through 
the stretch aud almost overhauled the winner. 
Mary Patricia was outrun to the turn, but she 
closed a big gap in the stretch and had little 
trouble in holding safe the remainder of the field 
for the short end of the stake. 

Monastery, favored by a good start, defeated 
Alexander Hamilton in the first race. The Sweep 
colt, showing soreness going to the post, was 
deserted by the talent and drifted from favoritism 
to second choice at the close. He dwelt at the 
start and failed to raee to his recent good form. 
Monastery started well and closely followed Rolo 
to the turn, where the Coburn starter relinquished 
the lead to the Redstone Stable’s representative. 
From there on Monastery was master of the situa- 
tion and won by three lengths. 

Marinelli made it a double by riding Tody to an 
easy victory from Marie Maxim and Edwina in tbe 
Mazeppa Selling Handicap, at a mile and seventy 
yards. The performance of the Kilmer filly 

was a decided disappointment, although she did 
carry top weight of 123 pounds. In the early part 
of the race she was so badly outrun that she fol- 
lowed the leaders by ten lengths. After that she 
drew tip. but was not equal to the task of over- 
taking Tody or Marie Maxim. Tody won by four 
lengths from Marie Maxim, while Edwina was 
three lengths farther back. 

THREE IN ROW FOR MARINELLI. 

Marinelli made it three in a row with W»*ecker 
Iu the third race, incidentally completing a double 
for the Redstone Stable. Cote d’Or was sec ml 
and Titanium third. The latter set the early pace, 
but Wrecker raced him into defeat at the lower 
turn and drew away in the stretch. He fought it 
out with Cote d’Or when the latter challenged and 
held a safe advantage at the end. .Pavia was 
shuffled back at the start and although she Im- 
proved her position gradually the could never work 
into contention. 

Fator got Crack o’ Dawn away from the barrier 
ahead of the others in the fifth race and raced 
away into a long lead on the backstretch. Turner, 
on Gem, worked his way up, disposed of the rest 
of the field entering the stretch and just missed 
heading Crack o’ Dawn by an eyelash at the end. 
Jock Scot was third. 

Jock Scot was a slow starter and dropped back 
on the first turn. He closed rapidly turning out of 
the backstretch and made a game effort to over- 
haul the leaders under pressure. He did not appear 
to be so fast as usual, however; perhaps the chill 
atmosphere had penetrated his aged joints and 
slowed him up — at least he failed to bother the 
leaders seriously. 

The finish was 60 close between Gem and Crack 
o* Dawn that the spectators waited in silence until 
the official posting. A great shout of derision 
went up when number two was hung up. The num- 
ber belonged to Dark Hill, which was scratched. The 
error was quickly corrected and Crack o* Dawn’s 
number posted. 

FINAL DASH TO HEPHAIST0S. 

Hephaistos scored over Fitzglbbon and Twenty 
Seventh Division in the final race. McAtee sent 
the Vulcain colt to the front at once and opened 
up a big gap on the backstretch. When Fitzgibbou 
challenged in the stretch it seemed for a brief space 
that Hephaistos would weaken, but McAtee’s urging 
brought ready response and the colt held his lead 
by a length at the finish. Twenty Seventh Divi- 
sion met with considerable interference, but easily 
held the others safe for third money. 

The stewards were dissatisfied with Edwir.a’s 
race in the Mazeppa and questioned Wilson on his 
retain to the jmlges* stand. The jockey infom * d 
them that the mare showed signs of indisposition 
in the paddock before the race and did not run 1o 
her best form. 

Marinelli’s riding was an outstanding feature. 
He rode the first three winners of the afternoon, 
scoring with Monastery, Tody and Wrecker. He 
finished third in the stake feature with Mary Pa- 
tricia. 

Jockey L. Penman came to Jamaica to ride Peni- 
tent in the Hiawatha and left immediately after 
the race for Churchill Downs, where he will rkle 
one of the Whitney starters in the Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes on Saturday. Trainer James Rowe 
sent jockey Coltiletti from Laurel to ride either 
Rocket, Cherry Tree or Brainstorm in the seme 
race. #

Tagulie was a peculiar animal, however, never 
running twice alike. If she had things all her own 
way, as she had in the One Thousand Guineas aad 
Derby, she won easily, but if she was close pressed, 
as she was In the Oaks, for which odds of 2 to i 
were laid on her, she declined to make an effort , 
and did not even run into a place. Tracery, running 
for the first time, was third in her Derby, but in 
the Leger she never saw the way he went, and she 
was unplaced. So, too, in the Eclipse Stakes, won 
by Prince Palatine, with Stedfast second and Lycnon 
third. Tagalie was one of the "also ran,” though 
ridden by her Derby jockey. J. Reiff. When Tagalie 
was beaten by Cylgad for the Newmarket Stakes she 
was well placed at the Bushes, but her jockey, Les- 
lie Hewitt, sat still as an image, and never seri- 
ously called on her to go on and win. She was 
beaten two lengths, and people said “What a dread- 
ful jockey!’* It appeared so to them, but Hewitt 
explained to me afterward that he felt the mare, 
so to speak, fainting under him as soon as Cylgad 
tackled her, and he knew that his only chance was 
to sit and suffer in the hope that she would take 
heart of grace and make an effort of her own free 
will. Had he put any pressure on her he was cer- 
tain that she would have turned up at once, and 
have failed to even get a place. Her subsequent 
career proved that Hewitt’s diagnosis of her case 
was quite correct. He himself had won the One 
Thousand Guineas on her easily, so he had experi- 
ence of her in both phases of her racing tempera- 
ment. Unjustly, as it turned out, her defeat by Cyl- 
gad ruined Hewitt’s reputation as a jockey in this 
country. What C.vlgad’s performance in that race 
really amounted to must always be a matter of 
doubt. It is unquestionable, however, that of late 
years he has done well at the stud, and his son, 
Tangiers, is in a high class indeed. — W. Allison in 
London Sportsman.
